Oyono Criticizes Spanish Observers’ Report on

Foreign Minister Miguel Oyono yesterday criticized as 
“partial and false" the report drafted by the two Spanish 
Observers who attended the 17 September municipal 
elections. The report, summarized in th. pages of EL 
PAIS yesterday, belies the electoral triumph of Teodoro 
Obiang’s government. 


In Oyono’s opinion, there is "no doubt that the elections 
were fair," and he gave as an instance the fact that if 
they had wished to manipulate the outcome, they would 
not have "allowed the opposition’s victory in Malabo 
— the country’s capital." 


In addition to denying the wave of detentions reported 
by the opposition, which speaks of up to 75 people im- 
prisoned after the municipal elections, Oyono revealed 
yesterday that Spanish Prime Minister Felipe Gonzalez 
cited scheduling grounds for avoiding a meeting with 
Obiang in New York, during the UN General Assem- 
bly. "From the outset, Madrid has drawn a false dividing 
line: The government are the bad guys and the opposi- 
tion are the good guys, and that is to be ignorant of the 
real situation in Guinea. Spain should have been more 
conciliatory."

[FBIS Translated Text] A few weeks ago, a serious 
government crisis in Kigali led to the removal of five 
ministers, including Rwandan Prime Minister Faustin 
Twagiramungu. Among these departures, that of Interior 
Minister Sendashonga of the RPF [Rwandan Patriotic 
Front}, generally considered to be an honest and upright 
man, was no doubt particularly damaging for the party. 
We were able to interview him as he was preparing to 
return to Rwanda. 


Sendashonga denounces a de facto move to ethnic 
prejudice which is contrary to the party’s program. In 
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particular, he believes that worthy candidates for the 
post of Supreme Court judge have been pressurized to 
withdraw on ethnic grounds alone in order to increase 
the chances for Tutsi judges. 


He believes that extremists are at work within the RPF 
and Rwandan Army command who see all Hutus as 
responsible for the genocide and use this as a pretext 
for despoiling the citizens and filling their own pockets, 
and also nationalists who are in fact totally ignorant 
of Rwandan culture. "They are convinced they are 
messiahs as if Rwanda were a clean sheet." 


This blindness leads them to make serious mistakes, 
the former interior minister believes, alarmed at the fact 
that the farmers no longer want to denounce the killers 
involved in the genocide because the repression makes 
no distinction between the guilty and the innocent. 
He also denounces the existence of "squadrons of 
professional informers" paid to denounce the "killers" 
in order to seize possession of their goods. 


Sendashonga is also concerned by the sudden wealth of 
young officers who had nothing a year ago and who are 
now able to offer the family of their fiancees 10 cows, 
or $4,000, as a “contribution” to a marriage, or dine 
Out every evening at Kigali’s most exclusive restaurant. 
He claims the money comes from an extortion racket 
involving Hutu or Tutsi storekeepers (if they pay up 
their "name is crossed off" a list of genocide suspects on 
which it supposedly features), or from the confiscation 
of exiles’ property. Sendashonga referred in particular to 
the Printer Set case — "Central Africa’s largest printing 
works" — which at the time of the RPF’s victory had 
goods worth 600 million Rwandan francs and which is 
now a victim of exploitation. This would not have been 
possible, he states, without the go-ahead of the military 
authorities. 


What is the money used for? For secret military pur- 
chases, the former minister claims, expressing surprise 
at seeing brand new trucks, armored and other military 
vehicles when there had been no discussion in the cabi- 
net about the purchases. And also to line the pockets of 
individuals, Sendashonga claiming that women close to 
tape leaders come to Brussels with $400,000 or 
500,000 to deposit in bank accounts. 


Is the country moving toward a new “akazu" ("small 
house,” an expression used to describe the entourage 
of President Habyarimana who monopolized power and 
wealth)? "It is already there," Sendashonga believes. 


Government supporters accuse Sendashonga of criticiz- 
ing because he is a Hutu and one of his brothers is in 
prison. He replies that he himself told his brother, the 
mayor of Rwamatamu (Kibuye), that he held him polit- 
ically responsible for the massacres which occurred in 
his district, and for this reason did not oppose his arrest.

When distinguished leaders came together, halt-a- 
century ago, to consign to the past a war that had pitted 
humanity against itself, the ruins and the smoke from 
the dying fires were the monument to wha! should not 
have been. 


Fifty years after the formation of the United Nations, 
we meet to affirm our commitment to the founding ideal 
and the common desire to better the life of all human 
beings. 


What challenges us, who define ourselves as states- 
persons, is the clarion call to dare to think that what we 
are about is people — the proverbial man and woman 
in the street. These, the poor, the hungry, the victims of 
petty tyrants, the objectives of policy, demand change. 


What challenges us, is to ensure that none should enjoy 
lesser rights; and none tormented because they are born 
different, hold contrary political views or pray to God 
in a different manner. 


We come from Africa and South Africa on this historic 
occasion to pay tribute to that founding ideal, and to 
thank the United Nations for challenging, with us, a 
system that defined fellow humans as lesser beings. 


The youth at whom we have directed most of our 
awareness campaign on this golden jubilee, should 
marvel at the nobility of our intentions. They are 
also bound to wonder why it should be, that poverty 
still pervades the greater part of the globe; that wars 
continue to rage; and that many in positions of power 
and privilege pursue cold-hearted philosophies which 
terrifyingly proclaim: I am not your brother’s keeper! 


For, no one, in the North or the South, can escape the 
cold fact that we are a single humanity. Mr President; 


At the end of the Cold War, the poor nad hoped that 
all humanity would earn a peace dividend, enabling this 
Organisation to address an expectation it was born to 
address. And they challenge us today to ensure their 
security not only in peace; but also in prosperity. 


The changed world circumstances permit of neither the 
continued maldistribution of resources, nor the related 
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maldistribution of decision-making power within this 
Organisation itself. 


Indeed, the United Nations has to reassess its role, 
redefine its profile and reshape its structures. It should 
truly reflect the diversity of our universe and ensure 
equity among the nations in the exercise of power within 
the system of international relations, in general, and the 
Security Council, in particular. 


We raise this matter to make the fundamental point that 
the agenda of the next century and the programme of 
action to promote it, can only be true to the purposes of 
this Organisation if they are set by all of us. 


We must, without delay, constitute a new leadership 
for the new age, and bring sunshine into the hearts of 
billions, including women, the disabled and children! 


Circumstances may tempt us to bend to the pressures 
of realpolitik. However, like the founders, we are faced 
with the task of ensuring the convergence of word and 
deed. Unlike them, the obstacles we face are fewer and 
the conditions more auspicious. 


As the United Nations matures into the new millennium, 
it is called upon to facilitate the birth of a new world 
order of peace, democracy and prosperity for all. 


Thus we can honour the memory of those who perished 
in pursuit of the founding ideal; and protect future 
generations from the pestilences of war, hunger, disease, 
ignorance and environmental degradation.

President Nelson Mandela on Thursday turned down 
Freedom Front [FF] leader Constand Viljoen’s request 
for an extension of the amnesty cut-off date, saying this 
was the final word "for the time being”. 


Mandela told reporters at his official Pretoria residence 
many complications were likely to arise if he agreed 
to change the cut- off date from December 5, 1993 to 
May 10, 1994 as requested by Viljoen. Mandela earlier 
met Viljoen, who was accompanied by about 10 people, 
including the wives and lawyers of rightwingers charged 
in connection with bomb explosions before lasi year’s 
general election. 


Mandela said all trials, not only those of rightwingers, 
should continue, adding it would not be the end of

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the world if they were convicted. "I am comm tted 
to promoting reconciliation and this is the dominating 
principle which will guide me in examining any case 
even after a conviction has been imposed.” 


Viljoen said he was very disappointed, “but we are 
happy that the president has not completely closed the 
door." Mandela had explained to him the problems 
which would result from extending the cut-off date only 
for one part of the community, he said. 


Mandela said he had not only been asked by representa- 
tives of the Afrikaner Weerstandsbeweging (Afrikaner 
Resistance Movement; AWB] and other rightwing 
groups for an extension. The Inkatha Freedom Party, 
the Pan Africanist Congress, the Azanian People’s 
Organisation and the African National Congress had 
made similar requests. "To all of them I have refused 
because to extend that date will be doing so for the 
second time,” he said. "There are many complications 
likely to arise if we do that." 


Asked if this was the final word on the matter, Mandela 
said: "For the time being that is the final word. We 
cannot predict what is likely to happen in the future.” 


He sympathised with the "predicament" of young of- 
fenders who he said had been misled and abandoned by 
their leaders, and were likely to go to prison. "It is not 
a comforting thought, especially to men who have been 
in prison like myself... 


"I regret that Gen Viljoen should leave this meeting 
with empty hands because I would like to give him 
something,” Mandela said. "He is one of those political 
leaders who are trying to serve South Africa in the best 
way possible.” 


During their discussion Viljoen had asked that a stand- 
ing committee between the FF and the ANC be set up 
to exchange views on important matters. Mandela said 
he viewed the request in a sympathetic light and would 
discuss the matter with Justice Minister Dullah Omar. 


Viljoen said he hoped this committee would find a better 
definition of cases to be considered for amnesty. His 
party would also try to devise a formula according to 
which the Truth and Reconciliation Commission could 
decide which offences were criminal and should be tried 
in court. A moratorium could perhaps be placed on trials 
concerning offences classifieu by the commission to be 
politically motivated. "We feel this could serve a great 
purpose towards reconciliation,” Viljoen said. 


He denied that Mandela’s decision on the cut-off date 
would be to the detriment of the FF’s local government 
elections campaign. "When you work with such a 
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sensitive issue, it would be very wrong to use that for 
the purposes of an election." 


After speaking to reporters Mandela exchanged a few 
words with Brenda le Roux, wife of Etienne le Roux, 
who is accused of being involved in last year’s pre- 
election bombings. She showed him a photograph of 
her children, upon which the president said: “Tell them 
I syrnpathise with them and that I am thinking of them."

Many 
complications were likely to arise should he agree, 
Mandela said. 


The AWB said it was ciear Mandela's statements on 
reconciliation were nothing but political rhetoric. "We 
have tried to walk the path of peace, but now we want to 
warn the ANC that their failure to heed the reasonable 
request by whites to be treated equally with blacks will 
mean that the ANC will be responsible for the civil war 
which is slowly manifesting itself in the country."

She said the DP continued to respect Viljoen’s attempts 
to shoulder the responsibility for the events of the 
past, but “soft” dates spell soft justice at a time when 
accountability before the law must be restored. 


"It was unforgivable of the rightwing, the PAC (Pan 
Africanist Congress) and others to go on killing and 
maiming when democracy and freedom had a hard date: 
Apri! 27 1994. 


"Attempts to bring the AWB bombings, the Shell 
House shootings, the PAC’s Heidelberg Tavern mas- 
sacre within the ambit of amnesty on the eve of an elec- 
tion smack of the kind of settlement that was appropri- 
ated during constitutional negotiations, but is completely 
inappropriate now,” she said. 

"Electoral politics is one thing; justice quite another. If 
the rule of law is to be restored, speculation about the 
date must stop.” 


Mandela: Media Transformation Should Be 
Enduring

SAPA — The transformation of the Press should be 
handled frankly to ensure the emerging unity is real, 
unpretentious and enduring, President Nelson Mandela 
told members of the Black Editors’ Forum in Johannes- 
burg on Friday. 


"The recent moves towards establishing an all- 
embracing forum for editors are most encouraging and 
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we hope that they will facilitate the transformation 
reg 1ired in South Africa’s media,” he said. 


Mandela was referring to developments following the 
recent resignation of CITY PRESS editor Khulu Sibiya 
as chairman and member of the Conference of Editors. 
Sibiya cited continuing disputes, adding he did not 
believe black and white editors would ever agree on 
certain crucial issues. 


'Mandela said the country had inherited media institu- 
tions whose account of society reflected the uneouai 
distribution of political and economic power. But better 
representation alone would not "give South Africa the 
journalism it deserves", he acded. 


While foreign investment in the media brought money, 
innovatic® and technology, Mandela said it could also 
help to entrench the current management make-up. 


Referring to the local government elections, he said 
there was a danger of reacting “to the negativity 
and shallowness that has all along characterised white 
electoral politics in the apartheid era”. 


The African National Congress particularly had to 
ensure that the country was not diverted from political 
and socio-economic transformation. 


The local government elec.ion was one of the main 
remaining developments required for the delivery of the 
reconstruction and development programme [RDP], he 
said. 


Remarkable progress had however been made in imple- 
menting the RDP despite delays in delivery caused by 
bureaucratic procedures and the insistence on commu- 
nity involvement and skills training. 


Within the next 18 months 300 projects would be 
completed to supply clean water to about four million 
people, Mandela said. 


Mandela said he was earlier this year concerned that 
a third of the RDP budget would not be spent in the 
current financial year. But most of the funds, possibly 
up to R1.6 billion [rands], would be spent through 
overcoming delays or reallocation to other projects, 
mostly housing. 


Encouraging economic growth and development was 
one of government’s highest priorities as illustrated 
by the presidential ad hoc committee, Mandela said. 
Increased domesiic fixed investment, falling inflation 
and expanding manufacturing were positive indicators. 


"Nevertheless, more is required of us. The current 
growth rate of three percent is well below what it will 
take to make a substantial impact on unemployment and 
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to sustain the improvement in people’s lives,” Mandela 
said. 

The president also addressed the meeting on a number 
of other issues, which he said were “off the record”.

tober. "And this type of obstacle is more serious than 
many of the otheys in that its cause is not a bureau- 
cratic or commercial bottleneck. Its cause is a tide of 
humanity following its own rational logic, and there is 
no apparent way to turn back that tide.” If the land inva- 
sions continue, the editorial says, developers will think 
twice about participating in housing projects. The edito- 
rial calls for a program to prevent squatters from taking 
over potential housing areas. “Prevention will mean nip- 
ping land invasions in the bud before they turn into mass 
settlements.” The government should deploy the De- 
fense Force to guard development sites and should speed 
up work on “emergency sites” tw resettle the invaders.

The seminar also resolved that draft bills from Cabinet 
"must first go to the Party Secretariat for further inputs”. 


The meeting envisaged a much more powerful role for 
the party’s secretary-general, whom it said must sit in 
Cabinet in order to report back to party structures. 


The secretary-g neral should also have the power to call 
"a joint a meeting of both Houses of Parliament as ofter. 
as Circumstances permit,” one resolution said. 


The seminar which agreed on the resolutions was 
attended by 193 delegates from various party bodies 
and the regions. 


The delegates’ j:ard hitting resolutions appear to indicate 
a lack of confidence in the Cabinet's ability to timeously 
and faithfully implement party policies. 

This criticism is made in spite of the fact that Cabinet is 
made up only of SWAPO members, most of them key 
members of the Central Committee, and that the present 
secretary-general, Moses Garoeb, is a full Cabinet 
member a3 Minister of Labour. 


While the SWAPO seminar envisaged a much more 
influential role for party structures, the resolutions 
also acknowledge a lack of discipline and effective 
Organisation in the party. 


Several resolutions call for a return to party discipline. 


While the state of the party’s finances do not feature 
directly in the resolutions, a call is made for party 
functionaries to be funded from Government coffers. 
The meeting also agreed that the party structures “must 
be revamped” without spelling out further details. 


The seminar addressed key economic [passage indis- 
tinct] of land reform initiatives,” the meeting resolved.

We have got enough of you people. You have come 
here to take our land. You have come here to farm here 
and take all our monies from here and at the same time 
depriving us, you know, from having a fair deal in the 
government. So we don’t want to see you here. After all, 
the government is a Baoule government. You people, go 
to your president. 


[Lee] What are the authorities doing? Are the police 
there in force yet?

They have sent 
some supplies for those who are already in the camp 
in Gagnoa. There is a military team there which has 
doctors and some nurses taking care of those who have 
light injuries. 

(Lee) Are the military actually going into the villages? 
Are they actually forming a kind of line between the 
two ethnic groups, the Baoule and the Bete. 


(Watani] They are actually going into the village. In 
fact, this morning, as early as 5:00 AM this morning 
they left. A team of about 40 were trying to mob 
throughout the villages, the surroundings of Gagnoa. 
One of them told me that they have been just getting

And 
so the committees that will help the PDCI candidate 
are from his locality. However, PDCI activists from a 
different region can go to the aid of any PDCI candidate. 
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([FRATERNITE MATIN] When will the candidates 
retained be known? This is because we have only 15 
days to go. 


{Dona-Fologo) That is true. I cannot give you a dead- 
line. We are waiting for the official proclamation of 
the results, what would be called in other countries the 
appointment of the president of the republic by the Con- 
Stitutional Council. I think that will be done this week. 
Soon after that — early next week — our political coun- 
cil will meet to clearly define the modalities for the 
choice of candidates and begin looking for candidacies. 
That is, in a nutshell, our timetable. [passage omitted] 


([FRATERNITE MATIN] Some people say that the leg- 
islative elections will be very closely disputed because 
the opposition has already more or less announced its 
participation? 

(Dona-Fo.ogo] I will not hide my desire to see the 
Opposition participate in these elections, like I desired 
their participation in the presidential elections. 


(FRATERNITE MATIN] Why? 


(Dona-Fologo] Well, because it is the democratic game. 
All those who think they can bring something to the 
country must accept the democratic game by respecting 
the laws of the republic.

We remember that the government had refused dialogue 
about its tailor-made, iniquitous, and unacceptable elec- 
toral code. The various concessions made by the oppo- 
sition gathered within the Republican Front [FR] had 
not at all affected the desire of the Democratic Party of 
Cote d’Ivoire [PDC] to win by fraud. This victory was 
possible mainly thanks to a partisan electoral census and 
outrageous electoral technology especially based on the 
use of authorizations and identity cards. 


In such conditions, the “all-out boycott" watchword 
launched by the Union of Democratic Forces [UFD], an 
FR member group, was the only appropriate response to 
those who wanted to confiscate the Presidency through 
fire and blood. The UFD makes it a point to commend 
its activists and all the democrats for responding to its 
appeal, thus making 22 October the day of a resounding 
debacle of the regime and a decisive and historic stage 
in our struggle against the autocracy and absolutism 
embodied by an agonizing PDCI regime. 


The “all-out boycott" was a total success for the mo- 
bilized and determined Ivorian people. It is, therefore, 
Clear that President Bedie did not obtain the legitimacy 
he would like so much to enjoy after his 7 December 
1993 self-proclamation. It is only the people who could 
give him this legitimacy, but their majority did not vote 
on 22 October. 


President Bedie and the PDCI should normally draw 
the necessary conclusions from this situation, because 
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today, the problem remains unsolved, and continuing 
with the uncompromising policy means leading deliber- 
ately Cote d'Ivoire to a dangerous implosion. 


Nobody can sit on bayonets, and the Ivorian people have 
shown as much as possible that they are determined. 
This is for us the occasion to respectfully bow before the 
memory of those who fell down in the fight for freedom. 
So, they were snatched from the affection of all by 
murderous bullets of those that the PDCI government 
has put up against the people. We present our sincere 
condolences to the bereaved families and assure them 
of all our sympathy and support . Fellow activists, the 
fight for freedom and dignity must continue until the 
final victory, that is until Cote d'Ivoire is liberated from 
the clans and oligarchies with privileges shamefully 
acquired over the people’s misery. 


For now, the question of legislative and municipal 
elections has not been answered yet, and once again, 
we draw the PDCI regime's attention to it. It is time 
for it to understand that it should take into account the 
Republican Front’s proposals so that we can take part 
in the remaining two elections. 


We take the national and international opinion to 
witness as to our good will and call on the PDCI 
govenment not to confuse negotiation and diktat. 


In view of the organization of these elections, we call 
On our activists and all the democrats to be mobilized. 
The struggle is multiform, and we should be aware 
of the real importance of the National Assembly. This 
importance is clear when we remember that Article 11 
of the Constitution was amended by a 100-percent PDCI 
National Assembly during the 1980-1985 legislature. 
We remember that it was this article that made possible 
the 7 December 1993 self-proclamation. Let us also 
remember that it is the National Assembly of the present 
legislature, made up of more than 90-percent PDCI 
deputies, which imposed on the Ivorian people the 
iniquitous electoral code we are today combating at 
the cost of 1,000 sacrifices. The people today recognize 
those who support them, and we are convinced that with 
determination, proper judgment, and vigilance, they will 
be able to make the good gestures that will save Cote 
d'Ivoire .

[Begin recording] [Ngu] Making the case for honesty, 
decency, and fairness as the basis of public service, 
Gen. Abacha said Nigeria’s past problems had revolved 
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around the ethnic, religious, and sectional differences 
of Nigerians, played up by politicians. Reacting to the 
Katsina State delegation’s expression of appreciation 
and support for Gen. Abacha’s political transition pro- 
gram announced on his 1 October broadcast, the head of 
state said he hoped the program will turn things around 
for the better. 


{[Abacha] We should continue to pray to almighty 
Allah that this decision we have taken which, to our 
Own understanding as an administration, is not the 
decision of the administration, it is the decision of the 
entire nation....[Abacha pauses] So we should pray to 
almighty Allah that this decision will be the basis for 
the reinforcement of the unity, understanding, trust and 
Stability, and most importantly, progress of this nation. 


(Ngu]) He said Nigeria, endowed as it was materially 
and in terms of skilled manpower, needed stability in 
order to actualize its greatness. On the commuttal of 
the sentences passed on the coup plotters, he described 
military coup d’etat as a serious matter and that those 
who dared it knew the consequences of failing. Earlier, 
the leader of the delegation, the amir of Katsina, Alhaji 
Mahamadu Kaberu Usman, on behalf of the traditional 
rulers of the state and the people, commended the 
head of state’s transition program and the decision to 
commute the sentences passed on the coup plotters — 
one of them, Gen. Shehu Musa Yar’Adua, whom they
